Accordingly his state- 
ment made lest night that the Nicaraguan 
revolution had been “principally instigated 
by residents of New York City who possessed 
large capital and were financially interested 
in the affairs of Nicaragua, has excited wide 
attention both in diplomatic circles and else- 
where.

GIVE CHICAGO FAIR CONGRESSIONAL 
REPRESENTATION. 

Une Tom Carson, a representative from 
Champaign County who held a small office 
under the last Cleveland administration by 
the grace of “ Honzontal Bill” Morrison, re- 
fuses to vote for the Democratic caucus 
scheme uf Congressional apportionment on 
the pretext that it is imperfect and does not 
troat his section fairly. Mr. Carson is neither 
sincere nor candid. He has no serious objec- 
tions to the bill. His opposition is inspired 
by Morrison and ocher Egyptian Bourbons. 
They fought hard last winter to pre- 
vent the adoption of the scheme be- 
cause it proposes to give seven Congression- 
al Representatives to Cook and Lake Counties, 
They thought Cook County should be satis- 
hed with six Representatives, Cook County 
was not. The Democratic caucus conceited 
seven if Lake County should form part of the 
Seventh District. This meant that the Egyp- 
tian section should have two less Bourbon 
Representatives than it has now. The Mor- 
rison following did not like it, but the plan 
having been adopted by the caucus they did 


not care to fight it openty. Carson has deen 


thrust forward now todo the bushwhacking 


for them. 


It w to be hoped the Republican members 
from Cook County will not aid Carson or the 
Morrison faction in continuing to keep Cook 
County insufficiently represented in Congress. 
We have only five members from Chicago 
now. We are legally entitled on the basis of 
the Federal cetisus to scven. If the census 
had been taken last year wo would be en- 
titled to nine. We certainly ought to have 
seven, and the tricky tactics of Morrison, Car- 
son, and their fellows should not be permitted 
to deprive us of the additional representatives. 
The Republicans of Chicago have nothing to 
gain by continuing the present system of in- 
sufficient representat on. Of the five Chicago 
Congressmen four are Democrats now, and 


the solitary Republican was elected by a 


narrow majority. Under the new apportios- 
ment as proposed by the Democratic caycus 
Cook County certainly will have two Republic- 
an Congressmen and probably three. The Re- 
publican members for Cook, therefore, cannot 
efford to assist Mr. Carson in carrying out the 
Morrison scheme of depriving Chicago of two 
Congressmen. If they cannot secure the 
adoption of the Republican caucus echeme it 
would not be improper for them to abstain 
from factious opposition to the Democratic 
pcheme. Circumstances may arise under 
which it would be their duty to vote for it. 
To do so certainly would defeat the cunning 
schemes of the Egyptian statesmen and might 
prevent the reintroduction of Sol Van Praag 
in the House at Springfield.

Hence to enforce the law involved a loss of 
revenue as well as interference with the com- 
fort of drinkers. Nevertheless the three un- 
popular men were doing nothing which was 
not authorized by the law. They were exer- 


cising their rights under it. They may be 


called cranks or fanatics, but they were law- 
abiding. 

Therefore the only course for their oppo- 
nents te pursue was to agitate for the repeal of 
a law which deprived a community of local 
self-government and which made it possible 
for a few men to override many. Some ig- 
norant, murderous-minded friends of the 
liquor interest thought they saw a simpler and 
quicker way of dealing with the matter and 
hence blew up *he houses of. their adversaries 
with dynamite. Itis a wonder that several 
people were not killed not merely the men 
who were obnoxious to them, but their wives 
and children. 

Such methods do not commend themselves 
to the community or increase the admiration 
for saloonkeepers, If the best way to secure 
the repeal of an obnoxious law 16 to enforce 
it, the most certain means of keeping that law 
on the statute book is to try to murder those 
who are endeavoring to enforce it. The 
strongest anti-probibitionsts of Muscatine 
will say that votes and not dynamite should 
influence legislation, and that if saloonkeepers 
are going to resort to murder they can have 
no further dealings with them. Nothing could 
have happened more opportunely for the sup- 
porters of the Iowa prohibitory law than this 
at‘empt at assassination on the part of the 
saloonkeepers or their friends. 

It is to be hoped that the energetic efforts 
of the Muscatine authorities will detect the 
villains who plotted so odious a crime and 
that they will receive speedily the punishment 
they so richly deserve. 


WARYING TO COLUMBIAN GUARDS. 

Complaints, in some cases justifiable ones, 
have been made of theconductof the Colum- 
bian Guards. They have sometimes Inagnified 
their authority, as was but natural, and made 
arrests where a word of warning would have 
sufficed. Hence the need of the issuance of 
the following order: 

Members of the guard are cautioned not to 
make arrests except when absolutely necessary, 
and not for trivial offenses where a cautionary 
warning would answer the p In many 
cases the tone and manner in which guards ad- 
dress parties tend to invite resentment, and loss 
of temper on both sides results in arrests which 
could have been avoided. 

Every person should receive protection and 
kind treatment; inquiries must be answered 
with civility and attention. The laying of a 
hand upon the shoulder or other part of the per- 
son constitutes an arrest, but this must not be 
done in a rude manner where the necessity does 
not exist. Hereafter guards will be held re- 
sponsible for all unnecessary arrests and their 
manner of effecting same. 7 

All the guards should take these directions 
to heart and observe them religiously. M ire 
than nine out of ten of the so-called offenses 
committed at the Fair ground are due to 
ignorance. Where a person does anything 
amiss because he knows no better a word of 
polite sdmonition will almost invariably 
make him stop. If ordered gruffly not to do 
a certain thing, the natural inclination of the 
independent American citizen is to refuse to 
obey. If asked please not to do a thing, 
ho usually complies. If he does not then it 


will be necessary to resort to harsher meas- 


ures. 

Persons who are intrusted with police power 
have too much fondness for the laymg on of 
hands. There are few things which the ordi- 
nary citizen resents more or which awaken a 
stronger feeling of combativeness, except 
when the laying on is done by the clergy. For 
the sake of peace and good order there should 
be as little use of physical force as possible. 
It is rarely necessary with such crowds as 
those at Jackson Park to do more than to use 
a few civil words. 

The direction that “ inquiries must be an- 
swered with civility and attention” ought not 
to be needed. It is the duty of the guards to 
familiarize themselves thoroughly with all 
those matters about which visitors are most 
likely to ask questions, so that they oan an- 
swer with promptness and correctness, The 
reply, “I do not know,” is one for which there 
is no excuse, 1 


NATIVE WINES AT THE FAIR. 

Prominent wine growers in California, who 
have contributed to-the display at the World’s 
Fair, complain that they are being shabbily 
treated by the restaurateurs at Jackson Park. 
The wines sold are served up in bottles “ from 
which the label has been carefully removed, 
though in the same places the coffee cups and 
ice cream dishes are decorated with sdver- 


list such as will suit them, copies of which 
are to be distributed to the restaurants, which 
also will be supplied daily with such wines as 
may be required, and the goods” need not be 
paid for till after they have been sold. They 
offer to make as reasonable a price as possi- 
ble,” the wish being to.make a deferred profit 
out of the extended patronage to be gained by 
bringing the product before the public rather 
than an immediate profit from sales made at 
the Fair. It is not impossible thas an agree- 
ment may be reached by which this object 


will be attained.

UNIFORMITY OF LEGISLATION. 

The Senate has adopted a resolution offered 
by Senator Salomon in which the House 
should concur. It provides for the appoint- 
ment of three unsalaried Cominissioners, 
whose duty it will be— 

To examine ths subject 6f marriage and divorce, 
insolvency, the form of notarial certificates, de- 
scent and distribution of property, acknowledg- 
ment of deeds, execution and probate of wills, 
and other subjects on which uniformity is desira- 
ble; to ascertain the best means to effect uni- 
formity in the laws of the States, and to repre 
sent the State of Illinois in conventions of like 
commissions heretofore appointed or to be ap- 
pointed by other States; to consider and draft 
uniform laws to be submitted for approval and 
adoption by the several States. 


They are required to report their acts to the 
Governor a month previous to the meeting of 
the next General Assembly. 

The marked difference between the laws of 
the several States on the subject of divorce 
has been a matter of concern for a long time. 
The complications and evils which that diver- 
sity of legislation occasions have been such 
that it has been suggested that the way to cure 
them was by the adoption of a constitutional 
amendment placing marriage and divorce 
uoder the control of Congress. Mr. Springer 
introduced an amendment to that effect some 
years ago but the House would not consider 
it. The difficulty of amending the Constitu- 
tion, even when there is a popular demand, is 
so great that it has become apparent that no 
relief is to be looked for in that direction. 

The only other thing to do was to harmonize 
the marriage and divorce laws as much as 
possible through the individual action of the 
States. For that purpose there have been 
conferences between. representatives of Penn- 
sylvania and some of the neighboring States. 
It soon became evident that some approach 
to uniformity was desirable in laws about in- 
solvency, there being no national bankruptcy 
law, the descent and distribution of property, 
etc., and thus these conferences have taken a 
wider range than was anticipated at first. 

Illinou should be represented at such gath- 
erings, and ifthe resolution is adopted the 
Governor should appoint as Commissioners 
men learned in the law who will take pride in 
their task, and who will not hesitate to recom- 
mend changes in cristing laws for the purpose 
of approximat.ag toa desirable uniformity. 
Illinois is so important a State that it should 
not fail to take a prominent part in these con- 
ferences. 


THE JEFF DAVIS BURIAL, 

Arrangements have been made for the re- 
moval with great pomp and parade of the re- 
mains of Jett Davis from Mississippi to Rich- 
mond, where they are to be buried ia state, 
This im pending. manifestation of popular feel- 
ing meets with the disapproval of the junior 
Democratic organ, which fears that the effect 
of it may be to rouse “ the old war spirit” at 
the North, where Democracy u momentarily 
in the ascendency; that Northern men will 
conclude that the latter day protestations of 
devotion to the Union on the part of the South 
are all sham, and that its peuple regret sincere- 
ly still that they did not gain their independ- 
ence, The junior organ said a few days ago: 


The enthusiastic mummery over the putres- 


cence, which is all that is left of the Confederate 
chieftain. will give the bloody shirters their aptest 
text and their most exhilarating inspiration. 

The Southern people should not add to the task 
which burdens the Democrats of the North, nor 
by an offensive effusion of sickly grief for their 
lost causé place in danger their new and better 
cause which has been won but is not yet absolate- 
ly secure. 

Returning to the subject two days later, it 
spoke of— 

The misguided enthusiasts and sentimental! last- 
ditchers who have a plan for exploiting from 
Mississippi to Virginia, with processions, music, 
fireworks, and flags, the coffined putridity which 
is all that remains of the personality of Jeff Da- 
vis, for reburial at Richmond, the spot where the 
columns and walls of the Confederacy fell in gen- 
eral collapse and ruin. 

These remonstrances will have no effect, 
The funeral program will be carried out fully 
and heartily, for it does not represent the 
ideus of a few enthusiasts and sentimentalists, 
but the deep, sincere feelings of the mase of 
the people of the Southern States.

the South with arms in hand, seeking to whip 
the Yankees and secure independence,

Axp now comes the National League of 
Musicians in session at Detroit with a resolu- 
tion condemning Mr. Thomas for importing 
musicians from abroad to perform at the 
World’s Columbian Exposition. It does not 
once seem to have occurred to these igno- 
ramuses that this is a World's Fair and that 
having invited every orchestral and choral or- 
ganization of any importance in the United 
States to take common courtesy and 
duty suggested propriety of inviting for- 
eign musicians also, The league resolved 
“ that a copy of this résolution be sent to the 
Director-General of the World’s Columbien 
Exposition,” who of coarse will chuck it into 
his wastebasket as an impertinence. The 
league should have sent it to the National 
Commission, which would have referred it 
promptly to the Utah committee. This 
would have given the representatives of 
the att centers of Utah, Arkansas, and 
Wyoming another opportunity to investigate 
Mr. Thomas and flaunt their exraordinary 
musical erudition. If Herr Richter, M. Saint- 
Saéns, and Sir Arthur Sullivan come here to 
direct the performance of their works, or if 
the band of the Garde Republicaine should 
presume to play in one of the open air pavil- 
ions, the Utah committee would have a fresh 
opportunity to discipline Mr. Thomas, partic- 
ularly as none of these alien musicians are 
exhibiters. 


Tun model crematory for the disposal of 
garbage is now in operation at the Fair, and 
it is intended to be operated regularly from 
now to the close of October. Thus far it is a 
decided success and doubtless will continue to 
be so. Its work is accomplished without of. 
fense to the organs of sight or smell, the ob- 
noxious material subjected to its action being 
completely consumed. It may be well for the 
city authorities to vielt the park if only for 
the purpose of seeing for themselves how neat- 
ly and inoffensively as well as completely the 
garbage of Chicago may be got rid of. They 
may discover on inspection that it is of ao use 
to reiterate the statement made By more than 
one official some months ago thas it cannot 
be done.” The thing is done. The garbage 
produced at the Fair is being put out of the 
way by burning it, resolving it into its con- 
stituent elements, and subjecting to the same 
process much material not strictly to be called 
garbage, but which it is almost equally desir- 
able to dispose of in the same manner. If 
any one connected with the Health Depart- 
ment or other branch of the municipal gov- 
ernment has doubts on the subject those 
doubts need exist no longer. The doubter 
may witness the operation of the crematory 
at the Fair and be convinced. If not he will 
but verify an ancient remark to the effect 
that “ none are so blind as those who will not 
see’? 


Presrpent CLEVELAND’s request that Sena- 
tors and Representatives bring no officeseek- 
ing constituents with them when they call 
upon ‘him has been obeyed by them with 
great pleasure. Each of them has been in the 
habit of marching up to the White House at 
the head of a procession of from two to 
twenty beggars. He has had to introduce 
them to the President and to tell what each 
one wanted and say a few words of commenda- 
tion. As jealousy would be excited were he 
to urge the claims of one more warmly than 
of another be has had to be very careful in 
his remarks. It is a great relief for Congress 
men to cease playing the part of bear- leaders, 
but their satisfaction ie not shared by their 
constituents. Under the old system the office- 
seeker knew that his Representative did actu- 
ally press his claims on the President.

If they would 
ask Congressmen not to bring officeseekers 
with them public business would be attended 
to better and Sevators and Representatives 
would return thanks.

Luattle wheat is finding its way to 
market. There is no change to note in the 
general conditions in Central Indiana. The 
harvest will be about the same time as last 
year. In Southern Indiaza there has been an 
excess of rain; wheat is ingin water on 
the low flat lands and a great deal of the river 
bottom wheat is entirely covered. The eut- 
come of the crop largely depends upon the 
weather following this excess of moisture. 
Some complaint is heard of rust on the low 
ground. Farmers are holding wheat waiting 
to see the outcome of the new crop. 


Little Ohio Wheat for Sale. 


Wheat in Northern Ohio looks fully as well 
as it did thirty days ago, and, with few excep- 
tions, the ground is well covered. The a 
height is from eight to nine inches. Farmers 
are not selling their wheat freely in this sec- 
tion. Prices are low, and those who are hold- 
ing are able to hold and have about made up 
their minds to keep their stock over until an- 
other harvest. In Southern Ohio the general 
conditions of the winter wheat crop are good. 
It has been a little too wet for upland wheat 
and some of it has began to turn yellow on 
account of the water standing so long in the 
fields. The average height is from twelve to 
fifteen inches. If the weather continues favor- 
able the harvest will be earlier than usual. 
Farmers are busy workmg in the fields, and 
are selimg little wheat.
